OF WEBSTER AND THE FUGITIVE 
' SLAVE LAW. 

An American gentleman, says The Evening Post of 
May 10,1856, writing home frbm Berlin nnder the date 
of March 24, gives a very interesting account of a visit 
to the venerable Humboldt, who exprwsed on that occa¬ 
sion a pretty decided opinion of Mr. Webster and the 
Fugitive Slave law, and of our national treatment of 
slavery itself. The passages which we give below^from 
Hal ^lnt tata.hjtvo this moruiug been pis 

We rang, banded the servant onr cards, who, after 
looking at them, showed as tbrongb the entry into a little 
1 filled with stuffed birds and minerals. Here we left 
great coats, passed through another room filled, 
mnseum-like, as the other, and from that into the room 
where Mr. Humboldt was sitting. He came immediately 
forward, took onr hands, and expressed his pleasure at 
seeing ns, and insisted in seating us on the sofa, while te 
took an easy chair himself, and sat by the end of it. He 
began at first to speak in French, but, after having got 
half way through a sentence, turned into English, which 
be speaks better than be understands when spoken. He 
talked rapidly and fluently, and with but a slight accent. 

“ He began at once to talk of America, of the state of 
the country when he was there in 1804, and of the lead- 
ine political men with whom be was then acquainted,

__ _ 1856, Mr. J. S.^Thrasher pub-1 

lished at Kew York a new translation of the work, with 
the title, ‘ The Island of Cuba, by Alexander von Hum¬ 
boldt. Translated from the Spanish, with notes and a 
preliminary Essay, by J. S. Thrasher. New Tork : 
Derby & Jackson. 1856.’ It is a 12mo. volnme of 
about 400 pagee. Mr. Thrasher had lived a long time 
on the Island, where, I think, be was American Consul. 
He added many things to the original,_and brought the 
statistical details down to the recent times, and in vari¬ 
ous ways enriched the original. In his preface, he dt^ 
not state that he intends to make any abridgement oHhe 
original, or to omit anything. But in July, 1856, Von 
Humboldt wrote an article for the Spenersche Zeitung, 
complaining that the entire seventh chapter of the 
Spanish work was arbitrarily omitted. That chapter 
related to slavery, and in it he discussed the matter with 
freedom and humanity. Mr. Thrasher omitted it all 1 
“In 1858, Julius Froebel published two handsome 
volumes on America, which are not so valuable m his 
reputation and the judgment of his friends would lead 
le to expect. He sent a copy to Mr. Humlioldt, who, 
his acknowledgment, again expresses bis indignation 
— the treatment bis work had met with at Thrasher’s 
bands. He says his work nnmutilated can circulate 
freely in France and Spain; but the Americans are not 
allowed to read his thoughts on the institution of slavery 1

port 1 It is a slander upon a Church which, m the short 
space of three months gave its pastor 81,000 ^ a testi¬ 
mony to his fidelity, paid off an accidental debt of 83,500, 
contributed 83.000 to the Congregational Union, beside 
several hundreds of dollars to other objects of benevolence, 
to say that it is not able to sustain its own pastor, whose 
fidelity it has approved by most decisive votes and mea- 
snres. The Church of the Puritans has never made any 
appeal to sister Churches for financial aid; it has not 
asked its “ co-religionists ’’ to share any of its responsi¬ 
bility 5 on the contrary, it has recently cooperated with 
the other Congregational Churches of New I ork and 
Brooklyn in liberal subscriptions for the Welsh Church 
in this city, and the Congregational Church in Flushing. 
It is a shame that an “ earnest" woman should be pr^ 
claiming to the Christian public in England that such 
a Church is not able to “ hold its ground,” and needs a 
fnnd to help it support its minister 1 

If it were proposed that out demonstrative cousins 
upon the other side of the water should make a teatimo 
Dial to Dr. Cheever personally, that were quite another 
matter. Should he go to England for three months, he 
might receive as grand an ovation as did Mrs. Stowe. 
Such a tribute from England, spontaneous and honorable, 
would have its appropriate moral effect upon this coun¬ 
try. But to employ “ an earnest and indefatigable ’’ 
woman to beg in England a sustentation fnnd 1—Dr. 
Cheever and his Church know that this would be as ridi¬ 
culous in the eyes of Americans as the other would be 
honorable.

“ M. Humboldt’s personal appearance is very remark¬ 
able. He is very small and thin, but for a man of bis 
age (he is now eighty-five), he looks nncommonly well 
He wore a large white neckclolb, a curiously colored aud 
SeTiul vcl»at.wai«tcnat, onU a. dresa coat. Old as he is, 
he still keeps np the habits of his earlier yeais, sleew but 
little, works iucessantly, and is fond of society. He is 
DOW engaged upon tbe fourth volume of bis Cosmos. 

ON THE EITKNSION OT 8LATERT. 

A correspondent of 7he Tribune, who visited Hum¬ 
boldt in August, 1855, wrote at the time from Berlin the 
following account of tbe interview : 

“This noble and venerable man, though now some 
years beyond four score, still retains a lively interest in 
the progress of our country. To every American whom 
he meets, he speaks of bis friends, Jefferson and Gallatin, 
and laments the change on the question of slavery which 
has come over onr government since their day. Me 
speaks of Webster’s last days with expressions of the sup 
cerest and deepest regret; nor does he omit any opportu¬ 
nity to impress upon the minds of Americans the deep 
moral degradation in which the United States, m a nation, 
has plunged itself within the last few years. Though an 
intimate friend of the Xing, it is said (of course Ae says 
nothing of this) that tbe subject of politics and political 
affairs is never spoken of between them. From tbe inte¬ 
rest with which he watches the development and progress 
of tbe republican idea of America, it would seem that 
Dolitica must indeed be banished from among the subjects

11-, p- 45) With 
delight he mentions tbe Spanish laws which are frieodly 
to tho-ttlfl-vEa, favoring Uieir pjmvneipation. and openii'g a 
door for each man to libwate timsetftbnd adds: -ts&t- 
barism is the same in all ages, whenever men give free 
course to their passions, and when goverumenta tolerate a 
state of things which is contrary to the laws of nature, and 
consequently to the welfare of society.’

We arc loud in our anti-slavery professions m this 
country. We have bought “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin ” by the 
tens of thousands, and we have been touched to the quick 
by its harrowing recitals; and yet those who have ex¬ 
amined into the foundations of slavery know that it is 
materially based upon the pro-slavery action, at least in 
its reflex influence, of tbe Churches of this country. The 
test of fellowship with American Churches baa never gone 
beyond the external wool of the animal with us. We 
have been utterly careless, provided that it had tbe ortho¬ 
dox appearances, whether we introduced into our fold a 
aheepTohrist’s flock or a wolf of Satan’s breed. We 
have as practically bowed to the infallibility of verbal 
orthodoxy-as Romanists have passively submitted to the 
written decree of popish infallibility. The persistent sm- 
Ding against light and knowledge by our religious deno- 
miDatioD3,in the'matter of American slavery, has been 
enough to plunge the whole land into infidelity to Chri^ 
tianity. Beed and Matheson, from the Congregational- 
istB • Cox and Hoby, from the Baptists; Cooniogham i 
and ’Lewis, from the Ftee Church of Scotland ; and others | 
who have crossed the Atlantic, have sat down at the table 
of the Lord with slaveholders, and thereby riveted yet 
.tighter the previously loosening fetters of the slave. But 
deoutations, in courtesy, must be mutual; and accord-

they are never beheld by them ^aio. Tbe matter 
complained of to the Board ; tbe Board referred the' 
plaint to the missionaries; the missionaries coolly replied, 
in true American spirit, that the separation of parents 
and children is not forbidden by the express injunction of 
Soriptnre. There tbe matter was allowed by the Board 
to rest. Polygamy is known to exist in the Mission 
Churches; the Board tolerates a crime for which its 
Churches at home would visit with excision any one of its 
members. Thus stands Dr. Pomroy, with one hand grasp¬ 
ing that of the slaveholder, tbe child-stealer, the polyga¬ 
mist, and the compelter of the sin of concubinage, 
with tbe other reciprocating the warm embrace of Chris¬ 
tian fellowship of the Congregational Union and the 
London Missionary Society. Dr. Pomroy virtually in¬ 
dorses the blasphemira uttered by American divines, that 
slavery was instituted by God and was sanctioned by 
Christ and his Apostles; the Congregational Union and 
the London Missionary Society tMitly give their assent 
to tbe doctrine, by openly endorsing the Christianity of 
Dr. Pomroy. Had it been a mere temporal matter, the 
world would have no difficulty in coming to the concinsion 
respecting the Doctor as the middle-man of tbe two cla^, 
of whom he was the bond of union—“ noscilur e sociis." 
As the link in the chain connecting the two, it certainly 
would not be unfair to exclaim of both, “Arcades amho.” 

We ask the Directors of the London Missionary Society 
to ponder over, and to controvert if they can, the state¬ 
ment made by Mrs. Stowe, as to tbe influence exercised 
npon the minds of the heathen by the vhild-theft justify¬ 
ing missionaries, the rcprc’cniutive of vrhom they have so 
warmly embraced : “ We have sent our mi^ionaries from 
all quSrt'efeDf the globe; but how shall they tell their 
heatben converts the things that are done in Christianized 
America? How shall our miKionaries in Mahometan 
countries hold up their beads, and proclaim the sujwiority 
of onr religion, when we tolerate barbarities which they 
have repudiated ? A missionary among tbe Karens, in 
Asia, writes back that his course is much embarrassed by 
asuspici m that is afloat among them that the Americans 
intend to steal and sell them. He says, ‘ I dread tbe time 
when these Karens will be able to read our books, and 
get a full knowledge of all that is going on in our country. 
Many of them are very inquisitive now, and often ask me 
questions that I find it very difficult to answer.’ ” It is 
evident that in fraternizing with this pro-slavery repre¬ 
sentative, the English organizations have had respect to 
Dothiog but the wool, without caring aught about tbe real 
nature of the animal by which it is assumed Albert 
Barnes departed from Presbyterian orthodoxy in bis views 
of the federal headship of Adam, and of the propriety of 
imputing his sin to all his posterity. The Church hurled 
its fiercest denunciations against the arch-beresiarch, as it 
did also against Dr. Lyman Beecher. Well might his 
daughter say, “ The Bible declares of all such ”—church- 
members—" that they are temples of the Holy Ghost; 
that they are members of Christ’s body, of bis flesh and 
bones. Is not the doctrine that men may lawfully sell 
the members of Christ, his body, hia flesh, and bones, for 
the purpose of gain, as really an heresy as the denial of the 
divinity of Christ? and is it not a dishonor to Him who 
is over all, God blessed for ever, to tolerate this dreadful 
opioion, with its more dreadful consequences, while tbe 
smallest heresies concerning the imputation of Adam’s 
sin are pursued with eager vehemence? ” Certainly not, 
io the opinion of the Congregatioual Union and the Lon¬ 
don Missionary Society, who must have come to the con¬ 
clusion practically arrived at by the American Churches 
—“ For a man to teach that there are not three Persons 
in the Trinity is heresy. For a man to teach that all these 
three Persons authorize a system which even Mahometan 
princes have abolished, from mere natural shame and con¬ 
science, is no heresy.” . , ,,, 

We regret that a press of engagements prevented the 
British aud Foreign Anti-Slavery Society from admitting 
the topic of American slavery either in their resolutions 
upon the platform or in tbe report read on Saturday last. 
We rejoice, on the other hand, in the eslablisbmeut of 
the London Emancipation Committee, which has under¬ 
taken tofttteropt the work which the Broad Street Society 
has not time to attend to properly—of warning tbe pub¬ 
lic against wolves in sheep’s clothing.

London Anti-Slavery Advocate declares to be_indispensa¬ 
ble to the good standing of any American in the anti¬ 
slavery cause. For weeks past The Anti-Slavery 
Standard and The Liberator have been filled with dia¬ 
tribes asainst Dr. Cheever, because be will hold fast his 
Christian int^rity, and will not curse God and die. 

We know what "heartless treatment” Dr. Cheever 
may have receiv^ from tbe Bacons, Thompsons and 
Beechers. Dr. Bacon has had some friendly controversy 
with Dr. Cheever about pnblic ques’Jons, in which the 
“ manner ” of both was “ earnest and indefatigable ” 
rather than “ hearties.”

Mr. CuBssoN opened the proceedings by stating the 
reasons why the meeting was called together. He said 
that several friends of the anti-slavery cause, with him¬ 
self, had long felt the need of some properly constituted 
body in London which should diffuse information on the 
slavery question, more espwially in its American aspects. 
No existing organization in this part of the county sup 
plied that want; and in proof of that statement he need 
only refer to the anti-slavery meeting held at the London 
Tavern that day, at which only very slight reference was 
made to the subject of slavery io the United States. 
There were important questions, such as the agitation in 
favor of the Personal Liberty bill, and the noble stand 
taken by Dr. Cheever against tbe pro-slavery Churches of 
America, which it was especially desirable should be 
brought before tbe English public at tbe present time 
(hear, hear). He did not suggest that they should con¬ 
stitute themselves into a society; they were not in a posi¬ 
tion to undertake such a responsibility, nor did they wish 
to come into collision with auy existing association. He 
thought that they might advantageously form themselves 
into a committee; and if they did no more than to hold a 
public mteting on the Ist of August in every year, with 
a view to commemorate West India emancipation, and to 
place fairly before the public the American slavery ques- 
‘’m, they would not labor in vain (hear). 

The Chairman said he had little to add to tbe very 
clear statement which Mr. Chesson bad made of the 
reasons which led to the holding of that meeting. He 
(Mr. T.) had for many years seen and felt the necessity 
for the existence of an independent committee in London, 
for the especial purpose of cooperating with the friends 
of abolition in the Uuited States of America. He did 
not wish to stand in an attitude of hostility or antagonism 
towards any orgauizition of an anti slavery character] 
which might be at present prosecuting its own peculiar 
objects; but he did most earueslly desire to be associated 


trusted and believed, ns genuine Abolitionists ; and who 
amongst them should be suspected opposed, or denounced, 
either m slaveholders, tbe defenders of slavery, the apolo¬ 
gists of slavery, or as men in their owb country justifying 
or excusing the connection of the Churches of America 
with the system of slavery. The committee he hoped to 
see formed might be able to render to such anti slavery 
missionaries very valuable assistance in the way of origi¬ 
nating meetings in London, of givins them introductions 
to various parts of the kingdom; of making known to 
them the state of anti-slavery feeling at the time, and of 
the matters most requiring attention and elucidation • and 
of securing for them snch conveniences and facilities’ as a 
stranger nece^riiy required. Mr. Thompson eouclnded 
by saying that, should a committee be formed, he would, 
if a member of it, do all in bis power, both io London 
and the provinces, to advance its objects ; and be I new 
it would gladden tbe hearts of bis endeared friends, Mr. 
Garrison and his noble coadjutors, to learn that at length 
the principles and spirit of the American Anti-Slavery 
Society bad found a local habitation and a name in tbe 
city of London. 

Tbe Rev. W. H. Bonner, minister of Trinity Chapel, 
Southwark, made some interesting statements with a view 
to show the need of an active anti-slavery movement in 
this country. Daring his residence at Birkenhead he 
had been surprised at the apathy, and even tbe hostility, 
of the people both there and at Liverpool, with regard to 
the anti-slavery movement. His surprise considerably 
diminished when he found that not only was there an 
intimate business connection between Southern planters 
and Liverpool cotton-brokers, but that toe latter in many 
eases made advances before toe crops were ripe, or even 
planted, and held mortgages npon slave property as secu¬ 
rity for their money. He bad been greatly disappointed 
with the anti-slavery meeting held that day. But flight 
allusion bad been made to the slavery question in Ame¬ 
rica, and not one word had been said about Dr. Pomroy, 
the agent of the American Board of CommiMiopera for 
Foreign Missions—a notoriously pro slavery institution. 
He would most cordially take part in the proposed com¬ 
mittee, and lend it his best assistance (hear, hear). 

The Baron de Pradins, the Haytain Minister, while 
fully recognizing the importance of the West India labor 
questfon, urged the still greater importance of the slavery 
question in America. There the battle had still to be 
fought, whereas io the British West Indies it had been 
both fongbt and won. 

After some farther d'lscussion, 

The Rev. W. H. Bonner proposed that the ladies and 
gentlemen present do hereby constitute themselves into a 
committee, to be called “ Tbe Loudon Emancipation Com¬ 
mittee,” with power to add to their number. 

The BaiHin de Pradine seconded the resolution, which 
was unaoimoosly adopted. 

M. Lespinasse, Secretary of the Haytian Legation, 
moved resolutions (as contained in the advertisement 
below), which were seconded by Professor Allen, of 
Dublin, and passed unanimously.

The Llanddrobt Rochussen, of Surinam, seconded 
the resolution, and spoke in terms of admiration of the 
progress which tbe Haytian people had made under cir¬ 
cumstances of great difficulty. 

The resolution was unanimously carried. 

Tbe Baron db Pradine, in returning thanks, said 
that he had found much ignorance in this country respect¬ 
ing the progress which Hayti has made io morals and 
education during the last five-and-twenty years. In proof 
of its rapid improvement, he might state that whereas in 
1827 there were only 20 marriages annually in the c.apital 
of the island, PorLau-Prince, in 1846 there were 995 in ^ 
that one year; and while tbe schools were in 1813 only 11, 
and 1 college, there were, in 1844, 63 schools and 6,500 
pupils. It would delight his countrymen to know that 
and-kind wishes had been expressed towards them, and 
so just a view taken of tbe recent revolution (hear, hear).

They are interesting as show¬ 
ing the capability of oolored men to establish a profitable trade 
with Liberia, to own and manage afaips, and tbo^to give to 
their own colony position and consideration among ^mmercia 1 
commnnities. Captain Boye, while doubtlesa acting for his 
own private advantage, like other bnsioess men, is really con- 
tribating, in the most effectnal manner, to the elevation of bis 
race in the respect aod good opinion of mankind.
